COMMUNITY HALL RENOVATION UPDATE 


We have received some inquiries as to the delays in 
renovation and the "locked door" and lack of activity around 
the Community Hall the past 4 weeks. We temporarily ran out 
of funds to complete the renovation. We will be receiving a 
loan to finish the project, along with donated materials and 
labor. Work will begin again May 13, and our target date for 
completion and reopening of the Hall is July as originally 
scheduled. Due to liability the Hall has been locked. After 
the Hall is completed and open for use reservations for 
activities and functions will be necessary so there will be 
no conflict of use. Keys will be readily available for 
those wishing to use the Hall. Unfortunately due to 
liability and prohibited insurance costs, the Hall will not 
remain open at all times as it was in the past. 


Several additional modifications to the original plans have 
resulted in slightly more time and cost for the project than 
first projected. These new additions including the rear 
deck, additional lighting around the exterior, changes to the 
HVAC system, front entry way reconfiguration and septic 
layout modifications will result in cost savings in the long 
haul but have presently caused a strain on our limited 
capital resources. 


The new sand filter septic system is complete and work on the 
restroom addition is progressing as expected. The old hall 
now has a new understructure, remodeled entry with handicapp 
access ramping, a new central heat and air conditioning 
system, interior office space and a small utility & service 
area along with completely new electrical and plumbing 
systems. 


With the completion of the floors, walls and ceiling, new 
glazing and a new entry door the building will be ready for 
final inspection. The remainder of the work left will consist 
largely of grounds improvements. Should any one have a 
particular pension for landscaping and desire to donate some 
time and expertise we could sure uSe you. The creek banks 
will also need some very large rip-rap placed along the edge 
later in the Summer. As a condition of the Oregon Fish and 
Wildlife, we are required to plant several trees along the 
bank for erosion control measures. 


The BOD of the LCHS has authorized the completion of the 
project thru a construction loan. The debt will need to be 
repaid however. We can use any financial assistance you can 
afford. This hall is for all of the people in our area to 
use. We hope you will remember all the past events held in 
the old hall and its role in our social lives when you 
consider your level of support to help us with the completion 
of these long needed repairs. Thanks!

WHEREAS, Jackson County is the owner of the Lost Creek Covered Bridge; and 


WHEREAS, Lost Creek Covered Bridge is located on Lost Creek Road, which is a 
county-maintained road; and 


WHEREAS, the bridge is a National Historic Landmark and is ineligible for public 
transportation monies to fund maintenance and repair; and 


WHEREAS, the Lake Creek Historical Society has agreed to fund the maintenance and 
tepair of the bridge. 

Now, therefore, 

The Board of County Commissioners of Jackson County ORDERS: 

The County Administrator is hereby authorized to execute an agreement on behalf of 
Jackson County with the Lake Creek Historical Society for periodic inspections of the Lost Creek 
Covered Bridge beginning February 18, 1991, and continuing for as long as Jackson County owns the 
bridge.

LOST CREEK COVERED BRIDGE NEWS 


In 1990 the Society took on the task of restoring the 

Lost Creek covered Bridge. The results of the State required 
audit on the project have been completed and show that the 
total project cost of $37,125.00 came within $125.00 of our 
estimated cost projection for the project. 


Support for the bridge work came from a variety of sources, 
including: $26,200.00 from four grants; $9,395.50 in donated 
materials; and $1,529.00 in donated labor. This represents a 
Significant investment on behalf of the Society and therefor 
warrants our continued support towards the maintenance of 
the bridge. By working to keep the structure in good repair 
we can avoid the costly work of reconstruction in the future. 


On March 13,1991 the Jackson County Board of Commissioners 
ordered the authorization, by the County Administrator, the 
execution of an agreement with the LCHS for periodic 
inspections of the bridge so the Society can be appraised of 
potential problems before they cause serious defect in the 
structure. In turn, the Society will cause for the repairs to 
be preformed in a timely manner. 


As part of the long range planning of the Societies financial 
obligations, the Board of Directors has authorized a separate 
fund to be created to allow for the accumulation of monies to 
be dedicated for meeting future maintenance needs of the 
bridge. Any donations to the society with specific 
instructions to be applied to the bridge maintenance account 
will only be used for that purpose! 


This type of relationship between the County and the Society 
allows both entities to cost share and is an example of what 
citizens can do to help preserve and.protect their local 
heritage. We encourage your support. A goal of $3,000.00 
within the next 18 months to establish the maintainance fund 
account has been set. 


Although no repairs are anticipated for several years the 
funds will accumulate interest, grow and provide for capital 
to effect improvements when they are needed. It is 
anticipated that the fund will be self sustaining once we 
meet our goal of initial capitalization. Please consider a 
contribution to the LCHS bridge fund; this gift of prevention 
will last a lifetime.

GLENN JACKSON BIOGRAPHY PROJECT NOW IN EFFECT 


Introduced to you in the last Letter, the LCHS has now 
entered into a formal agreement with Mr. Mark Flint (formerly 
of Lake Creek now living in Knappa, Oregon) to produce the 
biography of Mr. Glenn Jackson. The Jackson family has 
authorized the arrangements and provided an initial financial 
contribution of $10,000.00 to begin the project. 


Additional contributions are expected froma variety of 
sources with grant requests pending with the Oregon State 
Historic Preservation Office, Southern Oregon Historical 
Society and several corporations with whom Mr. Jackson was 
involved with. This project marks a milestone in the 
development of the LCHS in that we have now initiated a 
project that will demonstrate the importance of the Lake 
Creek area beyond that which it is traditionally known for. 


The Glenn Jackson Biography Project has two distinct 
objectives. The first is to collect oral histories from 
approximately 100 people still living who knew Mr. Jackson. 
Many of those histories will be from residents of southern 
Oregon. Those interviews will tell not only about Mr. Jackson 
but about the time he lived, how people in power in Oregon 
related, and how they got things done. The second phase will 
be to use those interviews and other sources to write a 
biography of Mr. Jackson. 


Why is Jackson's life deserving of this kind of preservation 
effort? In brief, he was arguably the most influential man in 
Oregon during a period of rapid growth in the state. And 
there is no argument that he was one of the four or five 
most influential men in the state. But because he held no 
elective office, there is not a large amount of public record 
of his achievements. 


The LCHS is proud to be at the lead of the effort to document 
the life of "Mr. Oregon". We will be providing you with 
short clips of progress periodically along the way. You will 
be the first readers of parts of this man's story.

For those of you who 
wanted a box and just forgot to ask we suggest that you 
contact the Oregon Department of Fish and Wildlife. They may 
be able to track one down for you. We hope you enjoyed this 
LCHS offering and hope to do something similar next spring.

° Made from parafin coated cardboard (biodegradable) so they are water- 


proof. 

° Nail to a tree, pole, fence, etc. Higher is better - at least 8 ft. up and as 
high as 20. Note: Nails won't hurt the tree, but don't leave them in it. Someone 
may be cutting it some day and be injured when the saw hits the metal. 

° Put them up in early spring (about mid-March; it’s past the best time now, 
but you can try it anyway); take them down in early fall. Clean them out when 
you're convinced that the birds have left the nest. [Cleaning them out makes 
them fast longer and eliminates any parasite (lice, fleas) eggs in the old nesting 
materials.] 

° They should last about 3 -4 years. 

° These are houses, not feeders. Don't put anything into them. 

° Please put the houses up outside where they'll be used by birds, not in 
your rooms. 

° Species which might use these houses include tree swallows, sparrows, 


wrens and others. The fun is in seeing who sets up housel
